ITS ORGANIZATIGN, ACTIVITIES 
AND OPIUM CONDITION IN "MANCHDUKIO® Di 1957 


In spite of much telked about enit-opium and anti-narcotic 
“purge” in "Manchoukuo" there are not many changes in the organization 
and sctivities of the "MANCHOUKUO OPIUM MONOPOLY ADMINISTRATICN.” THE 
ONLY NOTICEABLE CHANGE 1S THE ENLARGEMENT OF ITS ACTIVITIES AND IN THE 
INCREASE OF ITS INCOME DURING 1957. 

It is my considered opinion thet any new laws, destined to 
“purge” the country of the opium and narcotic habits, which have been 
published by Premier Chang Ching~lmi of "Manchoukuo” are merely « “blind® 
dicteted by circumstances which will be explained below. 

So for (up to the beginning of October 1957) the "MANCHDUKID 
OPIUM MONOPOLY ADMINISTRATION” still exists as it wes created in 1952-1935 
but on « more extensive structure. As you remember, prior to dividing the 
country into provinces, there were only FIVE district offices of the 
"Manchoukuo Opium Monopoly Administration” but since dividing the coustry, ~ 
first into 14 provinces and later (in 1957) into 16 provinces, the "MOMA" 
opened district offices in all provinces (see map "D"). 

At present "MONA" is working on @ well established administrative 
system and therefore its work may be more easily studied and watched than 
previously. 

Besides the “MOMA" provincial and district offices there have 
been established a laboretory in Harbin, narcotic factories in Mukder and 


Chengteh ané 5 infirmeries for cazeof Opiws ani narcotic addicts situated 


et Heinking, Mukien, Teiteiker, Kirin and Chengteh (seo map "D*), ‘The 


laboretory and factories were estadlished by orier of the "Manchoukuo*® 
Government issued on October 25, 1955 while the infirmeries were established 


by the Goverment order issued on January 15, 1955. 
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NO PERMISSIGN HAS EVEy BEEN GIVES, EIT‘OR BY THE COVENIENT OR 
BY "wa", TO OPEX ANY PRIVATE FACTORIES YOR THE MANUFACTURE OF NARCOTICS. 
Moreover, "MOMA" and its offices throughout the country take good care 
thet co such private factories ere opened in the territory of *Marchoukuo® 
as their existence would result in loss of revenue to the Goverment and 
the "MOMMA" ené would also effect the incomes of verious private concerns 
and individusls who have licenses from "MOMA." 

HOWRVER, PRIVATE FACTCIES AND THE MANUFACTURE OF NARCOTICS 
ECISTED IX "MANCHOUKUO" UP To JULY oF 1937 MOSTLY IM THE JAPANWSE CONCESSION 
IN MEKDEN AND ON THE KNANTUNS LEASED TERRITORY WHERE SUCH FSTABLISRENTS 
*OPERATED® UNDER THE PROTECTION OF THE LOCAL JAPANESE POLICE AD WOXDARMERIE

"MOMMA" requested the "Yanchoukuo” Government and the Kwantung 
Aragy many times to close these "yllegal” factories but up to July 1937 
all these factories continued to exist. 

Using the “noise” started by the League of Nations when it openly 
placed the responsibility for the manufecture of "illegel” narcotics in the 
Yer East on the Jepanese and "Manchoukuo" Govermmonts, "MOMA” at lest 
gucceeded in ite importunities to the Government and new lews were approved 
by the Privy Council of "Manchoukuo” on July 19 and formally promulested by 
the Goverment of "Manchoukuo” on July 22, 1937. 

According to these NEW LAWS, which consiet of 32 articles, THE 
MANUFACTURE, sale, importetion ané exportation of various narcotics are 
strictly forbidden WITHOUT PERMISSION FROM GOVERNMENT OF *"MANCHOUKDO.* 
Those guilty of yioletion of these new laws are punishable by imprisonment 


for not more than SEVEN yeors, or fines not exceedica 7,000 yen (kuobi). 
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THE NEW LAWS SPECIVY THAT “PERSONS WISHING TO MANUFACTURE, IMPORT, 
OR EXPORT NARCOTICS MUST OBTAIN OOVERNMENTAL LICENSE.” These laws also 
prohibit the use of narcotics by the general public and the sale of narcot- 
ies is not allowed except in the following FOUR cases: 


1. In caseswhen the manufacture, import and EXPORT of narcotics are 
licensed by the Authorities. 


2. When physicians, dentists or veterinaries consider that the use 
of narcotics is necessary. 


5S. When the buyer of narcotics ie @ practicing physician, dentist 
or veterinary. 


4. When the narcotics are to be used for scientific purposes. 

Thus it will be seen that these NEWLANS were issued mainly to 
assist the "Manchoukuo Opium Monopoly Adminietretion” is a control of the 
use of narcotice and not AS A DRIVE AGAINST THE OPIUM AND NARCOTIC HABITS 
a6 wes claimed by “Manchoukuo” Premier Chang Ching-hui in his officiel 
Gecleretion published in Heinking on August 11, 1957. 

However, the NEW LAWS were effective in that several private 
factories in Mukden and Harbin as well as leter in Dairen and vicicity 
WERE CLOSED BY THE AUTHDRITIFS AND their Jepanese and Korean owners fined. 
So that as fer as I know THERE ARE NO PRIVATE FACTORIES TO BE FOUND AT 
PRESENT EITHER IN "MANCHOUKUO" OR IN THE KWANTUNG LEASED TERRITORY. 

IT IS A VERY WELL KENO™D °ACT, HOWEVER, THAT WEN THE AUTHORITIES 
CLOSED THE SAID PRIVATE FACTOr ¢ WAS SEAC-OFFICIALLY "HINTED" To THE 
OWNERS THEREOF THAT THEY Cc TART THEIR “WORK” ANLW IN NORTH CHINA AND 
CHAHAR AS SOON AS THE MILI ARY AND POLITICAL SITUATIONS IN THOSE REGIONS 
WERE STABILIZED. I HOPE TO SUIT TU YOU A DETAILED REPORT ON THE NEW 
PACTORIES WHC! ARE OPENING NOW IN NORTE CHINA AND INNER MONDOLIA as I 
heve alreedy received inforwetion that many of the Jepanese and Koreans, 
formerly opereting fectories in "Manchoukuo® and Deiren, had migreted to 
these sections for the purrore of continuing their "busicess.* 

The intest rercrte indicate tret up to the present the "Manchou 


tatrat ae tome atout 200¢ 
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The New Laws, as you probably have noticed, ere directed mainly 
against the manufacture anf the use of NARCOTICS. It was found that some 
Japanese became addicts and that while it was Comparetively easy to con- 
trol opium eddicts who require perephernalia for amoking, it was almost 


impossible to detect narcotic eddicte, euch as heroin @mokers, who only 


needed « cigaretee which leaves no nercotic odor. 

Thus the NEW LANS eleo help Japanese Authorities in their 
struggle with Japanese addicts. It is reported that in spite of severe 
puniehment and deportation to Japan~proper there has been noticed a consider- 
able increase of such addicts. 

Referring to the cultivetion and use of opium, the NEW LAWS brought 
no hew restrictions but only gave more power to the "Manchoukuo Opium 
Monopoly Administretion"™ and as you Will see from the attached detailed 
Teporte and maps the cultivation and the use of Opium bas increased. The 
increase of opium cultivation in "Manchoukuo* is aleo explained by the 
fact that in the spring of 1937 there was great demand for crude Opium in 
North Chine by the numerous narcotic factories which were Opened there under 
Japanese protection. 

At present only the Harbin “laboratory” ant Millen Goverment 
marcotic factories are manufacturing narcotics which include morphine, ester, 
morphine-eater, cocaine, etc. While it is unknown to se just what quantity 
of narcotics ie manufactured by the Harbin “laboratory”, I heave definite 
information that the Mukien factory of "MOMA" is manufacturing from 75 to 
100 kilograms daily, PART OF WHICH, oF COURSE, IS DESTINED FOR EXPORT TO 
KBUROPE AND THE U.S.A. 

"MEMA's" fectory in Chengteh (Jehol) is at present manufecturing 
only “base” for which there is a large demand in North Chine end Chahar. 

It is reported that Curing the second pert of Aucust and first part of 
September about 200,000 kilograms of "bese* were brought to Tientsin by 
Japanese Military Transport unite and that such “transportation” was to be 


increased in October 1937,

On the following 12 pages I em submitting to you « detsiled 
report regarding the cultivation of “poppy” in "Mancboukuo" in 1957. 

You will see that the crop wes very good and I heave definite 
information thet by the end of July or beginning of Augist about 1,800,000 


pounds were collected in the verious provinces of “Manchoukuo” and brought 


to a Centrel Store in Hsinking. About 1,000,000 pounds were left in the 


previnciel offices for “local” use, i.e. for sale to reteilers licensed by 


the "Manchoukuo Opium Monopoly.” 


In this detailed report you will find that cultivation of “poppy” 
in "Menchoukuo" increaseé SO - 35% and the cost of the opium collected 


increased by about SOs. 


Although the everege figure of the pounds collected from one 
hectere dropped from 40 lbs. in 1936 to 36.5 los. in 19357, a good crop and 


the fect thet there wore 350,000 hectares more under “poppy” than in 1936, 


accounts for the big increase in 1957.

Thus out of sixteen provinces in "Manchoukuo* Opium was 


cultivated during 1937 in the above twelve provinces and no Opium was 


cultivated in the four provinces of Heiho, Chinchow, Haingan-Eest and 
Haingan-North, 

Please note that opium collected in "Manchoukne” in 1937 
shows an increamof 30-35% Compared with the year 1936. This is explained 
partly by & good crop but mainly by the enormous requirement (in the past 
Spring) of crude opiye in North China where Japanese operated many factories 
for the manufacture of narcotics causing the increase Of acreage under “poppy” 
in the Beighboring provinces “ Jehol and aingen-West, 
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* must be noted also that opium cultivation has been noticed in

is the province in which the largest cumber of hectares were cultivated 
under "poppy" and whore greater Quantity of opium has been collected in 
1957.
